Sparks from Fr. Mark 

The last several months in the bulletin, and in 
my preaching I have been focusing on 
Generations of Faith or Whole Community 
Catechesis as a model in which we as a parish 
community are moving in Faith Formation, 
not only as a parish but as a Diocese. 

Several weeks ago, in my preaching in 
particular, I quoted several times from the 


U.S. Catholic Bishop’s document Our Hearts 
Were Burning Within Us: A Pastoral Plan for 
Adult Faith Formation in the United States. 
These are the quotes I share that come from 
this document. 

“Adult faith formation, by which people 
consciously grow in the life of Christ through 
experience, reflection, prayer, and study, must 
be the central task in catechetical enterprise. 
This can be done specifically through 
developing in adults a better understanding of 
and participation in the full sacramental life of 
the church. OHWB [5] 

“Lifelong formation is always needed and 
must be a priority in the church's catechetical 
Ministry; moreover, it must be considered the 
chief form of catechesis.” OHWB [13] 

“An adult community, whose faith is well- 
formed and lively, will more effectively pass 
that faith on to the next generation. 
Moreover, the witness of adults actively 
continuing their own formation shows 
children and youth that growth in faith is 
lifelong and does not end upon reaching 
adulthood.” [40] 

“To teach as Jesus did means calling and 
equipping all Christians of every age and 
stage of life to fulfill their baptismal call to 
holiness and family. Church and society— 
their mission to evangelize and transform the 
world into a more caring and just society. 
Ongoing faith formation is essential to 
accomplish this mission; it is does not end at 
confirmation or graduation, but continues 
until one's death.” [44] 

In the next month or so, our core committee 
will begin to read this document as a way to 
help lay the foundation for Generations of 
Faith or Whole Community Catechesis at 
OLBH. I will continue to share with all of you 
other quotes worth pondering and the fruit of 
our discussions as we prepare and make ready 
the soil, as Sr. Joan would say remembering 
growing up on the family ranch at St. Onge. 
If you yourself would like to read Our Hearts 
Were Burning Within Us, please ask Teresa in 
the office for a copy.

In him is the peace that 
cannot be disturbed and he will not withhold 
himself your love if you do not withhold your 
love from him.
